By  1  Mar.  stat.  3 .  c.  1 .  the  kingly  office  may  be  exercised  by 
male  or  female- 

By  1  Eliz.  c.  l.Toreign  authority  was  abolished,  and  ecclesiastical, 
jurisdiction  annexed  to  the  crown,  and  maintenance  of  foreign  autho- 
rity, is  for  the  first  offence  forfeiture  of  goods  and  chattels  or  a  year's 
imprisonment,  for  the  second  a  pr(enumirc,  and  the  third  high  trea- 
son. 

By  12  Car.  Q.  c.  12-  king  Charles  the  2d's  just  title  is  recognised: 

By  1  Will.  Sf  Mar.  stat.  i .  c.  Q.  every  king  or  queen  at  their  co- 
ronation shall  swear,  to  govern  the  kingdom  according  to  law  j  to 
cause  law  and  justice  in  mercy  to  be  executed  j  to  maintain  the  pro- 
testant reformed  religion  and  ecclesiastical  privileges. 

Any  person  being  a  papist,  or  marry  ing  one,  shall  be  incapable  of 
the  crown  of  this  realm,  in  which  case  it  is  to  go  to  the  next  protes- 
tantheir,     Ihid.  stat.

All  successive  kings  and  queens  shall  make  and  subscribe  the  decla- 
ratio    against  transubstantiation  when  twelve  years  of  age.

7.  the  privy  council,  and  places  of  th^  great  officers 
of  state,  shall  not  be  dissolved  by  the  death  of  the  sovereign,  but 
continue  for  six  raonhts,  unless  sooner  discharged. 

The  great  seal,  and  other  public  seals  in  being,  shall  continue  to  be 
the  respective  seals  of  the  successor  until  order  to  the  contrary.   Tbid, 

By  1  Geo.  1.  stat.  I.e.  1.  and  stat.  2.  c.  13.  a  reward  of  lCO,Onol. 
was  offered  to  any  person  who  should  seize  and  secure  the  pretender 
whenever  he  should  land. 

By  7  Geo.  2.  c.  4,  the  prince  of  Orange  was  naturalized. 

By  J  Geo.  3.  c.  1.  duties  of  excise  were  granted  to  his  majesty 
for  life,  for  better  support  of  his  household.

On  determination  of  the  annuities  of  the  princess  dowager  of 
Wales  and  the  duke  of  Cumberland,  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  800,000/.

By  J  7  Geo.  3.  c.  '21.  from  January  5,  1/77,  100,000/,  per  ami.  shall 
be  added  to  the  civil  list  out  of  the  aggregate  fund,  payable  quarterly. 

By  18  Geo.  3.  c.  31.  an  annuity  of  GO,000/.  is  settled  on  the  bishop 
of  Osnaburi^h,  and  his  five  next  brothers,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  to 
commence  on  the  king's  demise,  payable  quarterly  tax  free,  out  of  the 
hereditary  duties,  made  part  of  the  aggregate  fund,  but  none  of  them 
to  have  more  than  15,0  lOl. per  ann.  each. 

An  annuity  of  30,000/.  to  the  king's  five  eldest  daughters,  and  the 
survivor  of  them,  in  the  same  manner,  a;kl  upon  the  death  or  mai*- 
riage  of  any  one  with  a  portion  of  40,000/.  her  «hare  to  go  to  tli^

The  court  of  virge,  with  all  its  lawful  jurisdiction  and  powers, 
is  preserved.  His  majesty's  buildings  and  gardens  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  a  surveyor  or  compti oiler,  to  be  appointed  by  his  ma- 
jesty.

No  pensions  above  300/.  per  ami.  to  one  person,  nor  more  than 
Coo  /.  per  ann.  in  the  whole  shall  be  granted  in  one  year  j  lists  where- 
of are  to  be  delivered  to  parliament  in  twenty  days  after  the  begin- 
ning of  each  session,  till  the  pension  list  is  reduced  to  <-;0,0CO/.  and 
then  it  is  not  to  exceed  5000/.  more  :  nor  shall  any  pensions  be  then 
granted  to  one  person  of  more  than  I'iOO/.  per  ann.  unless  to  the 
royal  family,  or  on  a  parliamentary  address.

Ey  35  Geo.  3.  c.  j  50.  his  majesty  was  authorized  to  grant  to  the 
princess  of  IVaks,  an  annuity  of  50,000  /.  from  the  decease  of  the 
prince,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  revenues,  for  the  support  of  the 
household,  to  be  free  from  taxe.s,  paid  without  fee  and  be  in  bar  of 
dower. 

By  JC)  Geo.S.c.  30.  his  majesty  was  enabled  to  settle  on  the  five  royal 
princesses  Augusta,  ELizabetli,  Mary,  Sophia,  and  Amelia,  instead  of 
the  annuity  mentioned  in  18  Geo.  3.  c.  3l.  an  annuity  of  30,(X)0/. 
to  commence  from  the  demise  of  his  majesty,  and  to  be  payable  out 
of  that  part  of  the  hereditary  revenues  of  the  crown,  as  by  27  Geo.  3, 
c.  13.  were  made  part  of  the  consolidated  fund,  and  on  the  marriage 
of  any  one  or  more  of  the  princesses,  with  portions  of  40,000/.  each, 
the  whole  annuity  to  go  to  the  remaining  unmarried  princesses.

By  43  Geo.  [i.  l\  2(i.  his  majesty  was  authorized  to  grant  to  the  prince 
of  IVales  an  annuity  of  60,000  /.  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  con- 
solidated fund. 

And  by  44  Geo.  3.  c.  80.  the  sum  of  60,000/.  per  ann.  further  was 
added  to  the  civil  list,  aadfor  the  prevention  of  accumulation  of  debt 
in  future,  an  account  of  the  accumulation  of  arrears  in  any  of  the 
classes  of  the  civil  list,  shall  be  laid  before  parliament  within  one 
month  after  the  same  shall  have  arisen  if  sitting,  or  within  fourteen 
days  of  the  next  session . 

By  46  Geo.  3.  c.  14.5.  his  majesty  may,  by  his  sign  manual,  grant 
the  following  annuities,  viz.  to  the  dukes  oi  Clarence,  Kent,  Cwnber- 
land,  Sussex,  and  Cambridge,  6000I.  each  during  pleasure,  to  ti  e 
princess  Charlotte  of  ^Tales,  7000/.  during  the  life  of  the  king  and 
prince  of  Wales,  to  the  duchess  dowager  of  Gloucester  4000/.  during 
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pleasure  ;  to  the  duke  oi Gloucester  14,(300/.  during  pleasure,  in  lieu 
of  80(0/.  under  18  G'eo.  .'3.  c.  31.  and  to  the  princess  So/; /im  o/ 
Gloucester  dOiiOL  during  pleasure,  in  lieu  of  4000/.  by  the  same  act, 
and  200U/.  additional,  after  the  death  of  the  duchess  of  Gloi/cestrr,  all 
payable  quarterly  at  the  exchequer  out  of  the  consolidated  fund. 
s,  1,  2. 

By  4^  Geo.  3.  sess.  ] .  c.  S().  the  annuities  charged  by  46  Geo.  3.  c. 
145.  on  the  consolidated  fund  to  the  duke  of  Gloucester ,  and  the  prin- 
cess Sophia  of  Gloucester,  shall  be  payable  during  their  lives,     s.  1. 

And  all  annuities  granted  to  the  other  branches  of  the  royal  family, 
under  18  Geo.  3.  c.  31.  shall  be  payable  during  their  respective 
lives,     s.  2. 

By  47  Geo.  3.  sess.  2.  c.  24.  in  amendment  of  39  Geo.  3.  c.  88.  in 
cases,  where  his  majesty  shall  become  entitled,  to  freehold  or  copyhold 
premises  by  forfeiture,  he  may  direct  the  execution  of  any  trusts  or 
purposes,  wherein  they  may  have  been  directed  to  be  applied,  and 
may  make  grants  tliereof. 

By  47  Geo.  3.  sess.  2.  c.  45.  his  majesty  is  enabled  to  grant  to  her 
majesty  the  queen,  a  capital  messuage,  called  Frogmore,  and 
divers  lands  and  hereditaments>  in  the  parishes  of  New  Windsor  and 
Old  Windsor,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  and  a  piece  of  land  in  Wyroths- 
lury,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  for  a  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  if  her 
majesty  and  the  princesses,  her  five  younger  daughters,  or  any  of 
them  shall  so  long  live,  for,  and  in  lieu  of  her  majesty's  present  term 
sjnd  interests  therein,  and  also  to  make  exchanges. 

By  ^8  Geo.  3.  c.  5g.  his  majesty  was  enabled  to  settle  an  annuity 
of  10,000/.  on  the  duchess  of  Brunswick'  Wolfenbuttlc. 

By  5  Eliz.  c.  4.  no  person  shall  be  hired  or  taken  into  service  for 
less  time  than  a  year,  in  the  mysteries  or  arts  of  a  clothier,  woollen 
weaver,  tucker,  fuller,  tloth worker,  sheerman,  dyer,  hosier, 
taylor,  shoemaker,  tanner,  pewterer,  baker,  breu  er,  glover,  cutler, 
smith,  farrier,  currier,  sadler,  spurrier,  turner,  capper,  hatmaker, 
bowyer,  flelcher,  arrow-head  makers,  butchers,  cc^oks,  or  millers. 

Persons  unmarried,  and  persons  under  thirty  years  of  age,  brought 
up  in  any  of  the  said  arts,  may  be  compelled  to  serve.     Ibid. 
.  No  person  shall  put  away  such  servant,  nor  shall  any  servant  de- 
part from  his  master  before  the  end  of  the  time,  unless  for  reason- 
able cause,  to  be  determined  by  a  magistrate.     Ibid. 

No  such  servant  shall  depart,  or  be  put  away  at  the  end  of  his 
term,  without  one  quarter's  warning  before  given,  the  one  to  the 
other.

Persons  between  the  age  of  twelve  years  and  sixty,  not  being  ap- 
prentices, ror  lawfully  retained  in  any  employment,  nor  worth  iO/. 
may  be  compelled  to  serve  by  the  }ear  in  husbandry,     ibid. 

No  such  retained  persons  shall  depart  out  of  the  parish  after  the 
time  expired,  without  a  testimonial  of  their  liberty  to  serve  else- 
wherej  nor  shall  they  be  retained  without  shewing  such  testimonial^ 
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on  pain  of  5/.  on  the  master  hiring,  and  inoprisonment  and  whipping  as 
a  viigabond,  on  the  servant  not  having  the  same,  or  forging  one.   Ibid. 

Labourers,  artificers,  and  others,  shall  continue  at  work  during 
the  proper  hours,  and  not  depart  bet'ore  it  be  finished,  upon  pain  of 
imprisonment,  and  5/.

The  wages  of  labourers,  artificers,  and  servants,  shall  be  assessed 
by  the  chief  magistrates  every  year,  on  pain  of  \0l.  and  proclamation 
shall  be  made  of  tlie  rates  of  the  wages  ;  and  any  master  or  labourer 
giving  or  taking  more  wages  than  allowed,  shall  be  imprisoned,^ 
and  the  master  moreover  forfeit  5l.     liul.

IQ.  diff^erences  between  masters  and  servants  in 
husbandry,  artificers,  handicrafts,  miners,  colliers,  keelmen,  pitmen, 
glassraen.  potters,  and  other  lubovrcrs,  shall  be  determined  by  a  jus- 
tice of  peace,  who  is  to  examine\3pon  oath,  and  to  make  order  for 
payment  of  wages,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  w^ith  re- 
gard to  servants,  and  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  with  respect  to  the 
other  persons,  and  on  non-payment  to  be  levied  by  distre.ss. 

Justices  to  hear  master's  complaint  on  oath,  and  to  punish  the  of- 
fender by  commitment,  abatement  of  wages,  or  dismission  J  also  to 
hear  such  servant's  complaint  en  oath,  and  to  summon  the  master, 
and,  on  satisfactqfy  proof,  to  discharge  the  servant.

\\'here  money  from  sale  of  lands  belonging  to  corporations,  shall 
be  insufficient  to  redeem  the  whole  land  tax,  the  bank  may  receive 
the  deficiency  from  them.     sr.  8/. 

Trust  property  may  be  laid  out  by  corporations,  in  purchase  of 
land  tax,  as  well  as  redemption,  under  s.  41.  and  -l?,  and  the  amount 
as  a  fee  farm  rent,  shall  be  settled  subject  to  the  same  trusts.  .<.

IV.  Raising  money  for  redemption.'] — By  42  Geo.  3.  c.  116.  for  re- 
deeming land  tax  on  lands  belonging  to  individuals,  the  persons  in

Ecclesiastical  rectors  may  redeem  land  tax  on  vicarages,  by  sale  of 
part  ot  the  rectorial  glebe,  and  the  incumbent  of  the  rectory  shall  be 
entitled  to  an  equivalent  rent  charge  out  of  the  vicarage,    s.  122. 

Where  individuals  or  corporations  have  redeemed  land  tax  by  ad- 
vance of  money  or  contracted  for  assignment,  they  may  raise  money 
as  they  might  have  done  in  the  first  instance,      s.gi. 

Money  arising  from  lands  sold  for  reimbursing  sums  advanced  shall, 
under  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  be  paid  to  the  persons  enti- 
tled, and  the  remainder  into  the  bank.  s.

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Owners  of  manors  in  England,  not  being  corporations,  (see  s,  70.) 
may  enfranchise  copyholds  to  redeem  land  tax.     s,  60, 

Possessors  of  lands  granted  under  the  crown,  or  any  act  of  parlia- 
ment, wherein  his  majesty  hath  any  estate  (except  tenants  for  life, 
years,  or  from  year  to  year,  or  during  pleasure,)  may  sell  or  enfranchise 
lands  for  redeeming  land  tax.     s.

Where  lands  are  sold  at  various  times,  situate  in  different  coun- 
ties, certificates  of  former  sales  shall  be  granted  and  produced,  and 
parties  may  be  examined  on  oath  by  commissioners,     s.  56. 

The  whole  of  a  farm  which  cannot  be  eligibly  divided,  may  be 
sold,  and  the  surplus  disposed  of  by  the  court,  as  under  s.  101,  102, 
and  the  expences  of  such  sales  to  be  ascertained  by  the  court,  may 
be  defrayed  out  of  the  purchase  money,  and  such  sales  shall  be  by 
public  auction,  under  articles  of  sale  settled  by  the  court,  and  the 
price  shall  be  paid  to  a  trustee,  and  by  him  into  the  bank.  s.  6'3,  64,  65.  ■ 
And  such  sales  shall  be  as  valid  as  if  the  estate  had  been  unincum- 
bered saving  to  the  mortgagee  his  principal  and  interest.

Surplus  of  stock,  if  any,  after  transferring  sufficient  to  redeem  the 
land  tax  from  lands  in  England,  shall  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the 
accountant-general,  and  applied  by  order  of  chancery  for  the  benefit 
of  parties  entitled  to  the  lands,     s.   iOO.

for  those  purposes,  shall  be  of  the  seventh  rate,  and  may  be  built  of 
any  dimensions;  external  inclosures  of  crane-houses,  shall  be  of 
stone,  brick,  slate,  tyle,  oak,  elm,  steel,  iron,  or  brass;  but  other 
buildings  of  the  said  rate  may  be  of  any  materials,  so  that  they  be 
not  covered  \vith  pitch,  tar,  or  other  inflammable  composition,  and 
ftot  used  for  other  purposes,     s.  20,  2 1. 

Detached  ofhces,  or  if  only  connected  by  fence  walls,  to  b« 
deemed  of  the  rate  such  office  would  be  of,  if  the  same  did  not  ap- 
pertain to  any  other  building,  and  old  sound  party  walls  to  remain  ; 
if  the  adjoining  building  is  rebuilt,  without  making  use  of  such  wall, 
the  owner  of  the  other  part  shall  have  only  one  half  of  such  old  wall 
and  ground  when  pulled  down;  if  party  walls  are  not  of  the  thick- 
ness aforesaid,  to  be  condemned  as  ruinous;  and  also  if  it  shall  have 
any-  timber  through  it,  to  be  cut  off,  so  as  not  to  leave  six  inches  of 
brick  work.

Timber  partitions  to  remain  till  one  of  the  adjoining  houses  be 
4aken  down,  or  condemned  as  ruinous,  and  no  longer; 'and  external^ 
walls  not  to  become  party  walls,  unless  of  the  height  and  thickness 
and  of  such  materials  as  before  directed,     s.

5.  lunatics  may  be  confined  by  warrant  of  justices, 
and  their  goods  are  liable  to  their  maintenance  ;  if  they  are  not  pos- 
sessed of  any  goods,  the  parish  is  liable,     s. 

By  11  Geo.  3.  c.  20.  the  guardians  or  committees  of  lunatics,  are 
enabled,  by  order  of  the  lord-chancellor,  to  accept  of  surrenders  of 
leases,  and  to  grant  new  ones.

35.  any  parson, 
vicar,  or  curate,  who  shall  marry  persons  without  licence,  or  banns 
published,  shall  forfeit  100/.  and  be  suspended  for  three  years.  And 
persons  so  married  shall  forfeit  10/.  with  costs,  and  the  sexton  or 
clerk  assisting  therein,  5/.  with  costs.

The  powers  of  the  militia  acts  are  to  extend  to  this  act,  and  two 
deputy  lieutenHnts,  or  one  and  a  justice,  may  act.     s.  6, 

Deputy  lieutenants  are  to  add  extra  parochial  places  to  adjoining 
parishes,     s.  7* 

Men  are  to  be  ballottcd  out  of  persons  between  the  age  of  eighteen 
and  thirty  returned  in  the  militia  lists:  and  no  person  ballotted  shall 
be  allowed  to  find  a  substitute  or  be  entitled  to  bounty,     s.  8. 

Persons  returned  as  fit  to  serve,  not  appealing  within  the  limittd 
time,  to  forfeit  not  exceeding  5/.  nor  less  than  20*.     &.  9. 

Special  constables  shall  be  above  thirty  years  old.     s.  10. 

Persons  unable  to  serve  from  illness  or  bodily  infirmity,  shall  be 
excused,     s.ll. 

Licensed  teacher  of  any  congregation,  and  not  carrying  on  any 
other  trad<^,  or  exercising  any  other  occupation  for  his  livelihood  ex- 
cept a  schoolmaster;  physicians,  surgeons,  and  apothecaries  ;  persons 
employed  at  the  Tower,  Woolwich  gun  wharfs,  powder  mills,  or 
places  under  the  board  of  ordnance  ;  shall  not  be  liable  to  ballotted  : 
nor  persons  serving  in  the  additional  military  force,  or  who  shall  have 
paid  a  fine,  or  found  a  substitute  therein,  for  so  long  as  they  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  regular  militia;  but  no  such  person  is  to  be  free 
from  ballot  for  longer  than  four  years  after  the  expiratifon  of  his 
fcervice.    s.  13. 

No  articlcd'clerk  or  apprentice,  nor  poor  man  who  has  less  than 
three  children,  nor  any  person  under  five  feet  four  inches,  and  who 
sljall  be  five  feet  two  inches  in  height,  shall  be  exempt.     *.  14. 

But  no  apprentice,  ballotted,  shall  enlist  in  the  army,  navy,  ma- 
rines, or  regular  militias,  without  his  master's  consent :  and  service, 
•under  this  act,  is  not  to  affect  indentures  or  contracts  between  ma- 
bicrs  or  servants,     s.  15. 

Persons  ballottcd  are  to  take  an  oath,  and  be  enrolled  to  serve  for 
four  years,     s.  l6. 

Persons  ballotted  not  appearing  to  be  enrolled,  are  liable  to  be 
fined  30/. ;  and-  if  a  person  not  having  200/.  a  year  under  the  pro- 
perty tax,  20/.  ;  and  if  not  amounting  to  100/.  per  ann.  10/: ;  which 
fines  are  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  subdivision  meetings,  and  paid 
into  the  Bank  to  the  account  of  the  paymaster-general ;  which  fines 
are  to  exempt  the  party  for  two  years  only  ;  and  persons  imprisoned 
for  non-payment  of  fines,  are  liable  to  serve  when  released,  s,  17>  IS. 


Persons  claiming  exemption  from  payment  of  20/.  or  10?.  to  sign  a 
declaration  of  their  income,  and  produce  a  certificate  thereof  from  a 
commissioner  ;  and  making  a  false  declaration  is  50/.     s.  19. 

Persons  ballottcd,  engaging  to  serve  in  any  volunteer  corps  at  their 
own  expence,  sUall  have  half  of  their  fines  remitted  ;  but  if  they  shall 
not  continue  to  serve  for -four  years,  they  shall  forfeit  treble  the  sum 
remitted,  and  be  liable  to  serve  in  the  local  militia  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term  :  and  the  days  on  which  volunteers  attend,  are  to  be 
specified  in  certificates,     s:  20,  21. 

Persons  claiming  exemption  upon  payment  of  fines,  are  to  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  have  not  insured  ;  and  persons  refusing  to  sign 
sucli  declaration,  not  appearing,  or  making  a  false  declaration,  are 
to  forfeit  three  times  the  amount  of  the  fine,  and  on  non-payment,  be 
committed  for  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  be  afterwards  liable 
to  serve  for  four  years,     s.

Persons  serving  in  the  local  militia  are  entitled  to  the  same  exemp- 
tions as  volunteers,  and  having  served  four  years,  are  not  liable  to  be 
ballottcd  for  the  regular  militia  for  two  years,     s.  32. 

Persons  insuring  any  person  against  being  ballotted  for,  are  to  for- 
feit 50/.     s.  33. 

His  majesty  may  form  the  local  militia  into  regiments,  battalions, 
and  compani(.'S,  with  certitin  rank  to  the  officers,     s.  34,  35,36. 
His  majesty  may  also  put  the  local  mi'litia  under  the  coitimand  of 


general  officers,  and  may  order  it  to  be  called  out  yearly  to  be 
trained  ;  but  the  men  are  not  to  be  trained  for  more  than  twenty-eight 
days  in  the  year,  nor  to  be  ordered  to  march  for  thai  purpose  further 
than  some  adjoining  county,     s.

In  case  of  invasion,  or  appearance  of  an  enemy,  his  majesty  may 
order  the  local  militia  to  be  embodied,  and  marched  to  any  part  of 
Great  Britain,     s,  40. 

Lord-lieutenants  may  also  call  out  the  local  militia  for  the  sup- 
pression of  riots,  and  men  not  appearing  arc  subject  to  the  same  pe- 
nalties as  for  not  appearing  to  be  trained,  unkss  from  absence  or  other 
unavoidable  cause  they  did  not  receive  the  notice ;  and  when  so 
called  out  they  are  to  be  deemed  assembled  for  training,  and  the  same 
is  to  be  notified  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  they  are  not  to  be  kept 
so  assembled  more  than  fourteen  days  in  one  year.    s.

The  wives  and  families  of  local  militia  men  are  entitled  to  the  same 
relief  as  those  of  yeomanry  or  volunteer  corps.     «,  44. 

The  local  militia  may  enlist  in  the  army,  navy,  marines,  or  regular 
militia,  of  the  same  county,  and  their  vacancies  shall  be  supplied  as 
other  vacancies ;  and  the  vacancies  in  the  local  militia  shall  be  filled 
lip,  notwithstanding  any  suspension  of  the  ballot  for  the  regular  mi- 
litia,    s.

"When  the  cleik  shall  not  have  money,  a  certificate  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  secretary  at  war,  and  the  clerk  shall  draw  upon  the  pay- 
master-general.

Millers  are  to  weigh  corn,  if  required,  before  and  after  ground,  on 
painof40j.     s.

Millers  are  to  deliver  the  whole  produce  of  corn  when  ground,  if 
required,  allowing  for  waste  and  toll,  on  penalty  of  U.  per  bushel  for 
the  deficiency  and  treble  the  value,     s.3.

By  38  Geo.  3.  c.  71.  the  sole  right  and  property  of  making  models 
or  casts,  shall  be  vested  in  the  original  proprietor  for  fourteen  years; 
and  persons  making  copies  of  any  model  or  cast,  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  proprietor,  may  be  prosecuted  for  damages  by  a  special 
action  on  the  case,  except  such  persons  who  shall  purchase  the  same 
of  the  original  proprietor ;  but  the  action  must  be  commenced  within 
six  calendar  months  after  discovery  of  the  offence.

Ip.  pensions. and  rents  due  to  ecclesiastical 
persons  from  religious  lands  dissolved,  shall  be  paid  by  the  occupiers 
fif  the  same,  and  recovered  by  ecclesiastical  proccs-s,  -or  at  common 
law,  as  the  cause  maybe  determinable. 

By  1  Ed.  6.  c.  14.  all  chantries,  colleges,  and  hospitals,  made  to 
liave  continuance  for  ever,  were  given  to  the  king  and  his  heirs. 

By  1  &  2  Pkil.  i^  Mar.  c.  8.  molesting  any  pori»on  of  any  abbey 
lands,  shall  incur  the  danger  of  premunire. 

By  sfat.  demoiuta  20  Ed.  1.  no  person,  on  pain  of  forfeiture,  shall 
receive  or  pay  any  oilier  money  than  the  coin  of  England,  Jrelandy 
and  Scotland.  No  one  shall  import  money  into  this  country,  but  for 
his  expences,  and  that  he  shew  the  same  without  concealment  at  the 
ports,  on  forfeiture  of  body  and  goods. 

Money  shall  not  be  sent  in  bales,  on  forfeiture  thereof;  4rf.  in  the   • 
pound  to  go  to  the  finder,  the  rest  to  the  king.    He  who  finds  money 
of  other  coin  shall  pierce  the  same,  and  false  money  shall  be  broken ;

1.  no  one  shall  export  sterling,  nor  silver,  in 
plate,  or  gold  and  silver  vessels,  without  licence,  on  forfeiture  thereof. 
No  false  money  shall  be  imported  on  forfeiture;  but  money,  bul- 
lion, oi-  silvrr,  may  be  brought  to  the  exchanges,  c.  2. 

No  sterling  halfpenny  or  farthing  shall  be  molten,  on  forfeiture 
thereof,  and  imprisonment,  c.

By  17  Ed.  3.  sterling  money  shall  not  be  exported  ;  and  searchers 
«hall  be  appointed  to  sec  that  none  export  sterling  money  or  plate 
without  licence,  nor  import  any  false  money  and  counterfeit  sterling  ;

100.  any  person  voting  as  an  inhabitant,  paying 
scot  and  lot,  who, shall  *  not  have  been  so  six  months  previous  to  the 
election,  shall  forfeit  20/. ;  but  this  is  not  to  extend  to  persons  ac- 
quiring possession  by  descent,  devise,  or  marriage,  nor  to  persons 
claiming  a  right  to  vote  under  any  other  description  than  inhabitants 
paying  scot  and  lot.

14.  after  verdict,  judgment  shall  not  be  stayed  for 
default  in  form,  variance,  or  want  of  form,  in  any  writ-  count,  return 
of  sheriff,  or  for  want  of  any  warrant  of  attorney. 

But  this  does  not  extend  to  informations  on  any  penal  statute, 
nor  to  appeals,  indictments,  or  prcscnrnivnts  of  felony  and  murdtr. 

By  27  Eliz.  c.  5.  after  demurrer  joined,  judgment  shall  be  given 
on  the  very  right,  without  regard  to  defect  of  form  in  any  writ, 
return,  plaint,  declaration,  or  other  pleading,  unless  specially  de- 
murred to. 

After  demurrer  joined,  the  court  may  amend  defects  of  form,  unless 
specially  demurred  to.  But  the  act  does  not  extend  to  appeals,  in- 
dictments, or  informations. 

By  7  Jac,  1.  c.  5.  and  21  Jac.  1.  c.  12.  the  general  issue  may  be 
pleaded  by  justices  of  peace,  mayors,  headboroughs,  portreeves, 
constables,  tithing  men,  collectors  of  subsidies,  churchwardens, 
overseers,  and  officers  in  their  aid,  upon  any  action  brought  against 
them  touching  their  office,  and  the  action  must  be  brought  in  the 
proper  county.

return,  or  that  the  plainiiff  being  an  infant  did  appear  by  attorney, 
if  the  verdict  passed  for  him.

By  4  cSc  5  Ann.  c.  l6.  after  demurrer  joined,  judgment  shall  be 
given  on  the  very  right,  without  regarding  defect  in  any  wnt,  re- 
turn, pleading,  or  })rocess,  though  taken  to  be  substance,  so  as  sut- 
iicient  matter  appear,  unless  the  party  demurs  specially. 

Ail  the  acts  shall  extend  tojudornients  by  confession  or  default, 
and  liie  plaintiff's  attorney  i.hall  tile  his  warrant  of  attorney  when 
he  declares,  and  the  defendants  on  appearance,  on  the  former  penal- 
ties. (See  ike  tax  on  attorneys  under  the  title  St amts.  Attorneys.)

wardens, which,  after  being  filled  up  and  attested  by  two  magistrates, 
shall  be  returned  to  the  navy  board  ;  the  commissioners  ot'  v.  hich  shall 
examine  and  dispose  of  them  as  directed  by  the  act.     s,  6. 

After  the  end  of  twenty-eight  days,  the  person  appointed  to  receive 
the  allotments  of  pay  for  children,  may  apply  for  the  same,  pro- 
ducing proper  certificates;  and  if  the  papers  produced  be  found  au- 
thentic, the  money  allotted  is  to  be  paiil  gratis  :  and  such  allotments 
of  pay  to  be  paid  every  four  weeks.     s.J.

3.  c.  gg.  where  executors  or  administrators  shall  not 
have  paid  the  duties,  the  court  of  Exchequer,  on  application  from  the 
stamp-office,  may  grant  a  rule  against  them  to  deliver  in  an  account 
of  the  legacies  and  shares  of  residue  paid.     s.

Registrars  of  ecclesiastical  courts,  within  one  month  after  being  re- 
quired, shall  deliver  an  account  of  wills  and  administrations  in  their 
custody  to  the  stamp-office,  on  pain  of  50/.     *.

The  provisions  of  any  act  made,  or  to  be  made,  respecting  the 
militia  of  England^  shall  extend  to  this  act.     s.  29. 

The  regiment  shall  not  go  out  of  Great  Britain^  s.  20.  The  pro- 
tection of  24  Geo.  2.  c.  44.  as  to  justices,  is  extended  to  thd  warden 
and  deputies,  5.31.;  and  commissions  srhall  not  vacate  seats  in 
parliament,  s.  32. 

Penalties  exceeding  20/.  are  recoverable  by  action  ;  and  not  ex- 
ceeding 20/.  before  a  justice  of  peace;  and  the  same  are  to  be  paid  over 
to  the  regimental  clerk,  as  part  of  the  regimental  stock,     s.

By  6  Geo.  1.  c.  23.  persons  prosecuting  to  conviction  any  person 
taking  reward  for  helping  to  stolen  goods,  not  having  apprehended 
the  felon,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reward  of  40/.     s.  Q,  10. 

By  25  Geo.  2.  c.  S6.  the  persons  advertising  a  reward,  with  no 
questions  asked,  for  the  return  of  things  stolen  or  lost,  or  to  pay  the 
pawnbroker  any  money  lent  thereon,  and  the  printer,  shall  respect- 
ively forfeit  50/. 

By  29  Geo.  2.  c.  30.  buyers  or  receivers  of  lead,  iron,  copper, 
brass,  beil-raetal,  or  solder,  knowing  the  same  to  be  stolen,  if  con- 
victed, shall  be  transported  for  fourteen  years. 

A  justice  may  issue  a  search-warrant ;  and  suspected  persons  found 
with  any  materials,  in  the  night,  may  be  apprehended  by  the  parish 
officers  or  watchmen,  and  carried  before  two  justices  :  the  goods  are 
to  be  advertised,  and,  till  claimed,  to  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of 
the  churchwardens,  or  overseers:  if  not  claimed  in  thirty  days  they 
are  to  be  sold,  and  the  produce  divided  between  the  officer  and  thie 
poor.     Ibid. 

Persons  to  whom  such  goods  shall  be  offered  for  sale  or  pawn  shall, 
on  suspicion,  seize  the  offender  and  carry  him  before  a  justice,  on 
pain  of  being  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  forfeiting,  for  the 
tirst  offence,  20*.  for  the  second,  40*.  and  for  every  subiuquc-nt

Rules  for  charging  Windows.    ' 

1. — The  duties  to  be  charged  annually  in  respect  of  the  windows 
in  every  dwelling-house,  with  the  household  and  other  offices  herein 
enumerated. 

2. — All  sky-lights,  and  windows,  however  constructed,  in  stair- 
cases, garrets,  cellars,  passages,  and  all  other  parts  of  dwelling- 
houses,  to  what  use  soever  applied,  and  whether  such  windows  shall 
be  in  the  exterior  or  interior  parts  of  such  dwelling-houses,  tp  be 
charged  to  the  said  duties. 

3. — ^^Every  window  in  any  kitchen,  cellar,  scullery,  buttery,  pantry, 
larder,  washhouse,  laundry,  bakehouse,  brewhouse,  and  lodging  room, 
belonging  to  or  occupied  with  any  dwelling-house,  whether  within  or 
contiguous  to  or  disjoined  from  the  body  of  such  dwelling-house, 
shall  be  charged. 

4. — The  said  duties  to  be  charged  yearly  upon  the  occupier,  and  to 
be  in  force  for  one  year,  from  the  5th  of  April  ;  to  be  levied  on  such 
occupier  or  his  executors  or  administrators. 

5. — Where  any  change  in  the  occupation  shall  take  place  after 
the  assessment,  in  which  case  the  duties  directed  to  be  charged  on  the 
occupier,  shall  be  levied  upon  the  occupier,  landlord,  or  owner,  for 
the  time  being,  or  on  both  or  all  of  them,  according  to  their  times  of 
possession  thereof,  without  any  new  assessment,  notwithstanding  suck 
change  in  the  occupation.  But  where  a  tenant  shall  quit  the  same, 
on  thfe  determination  of  the  lease  or  demise,  after  an  assessment  made, 
and  shall  have  given  notice  thereof  to  the  assessor,  the  duty  shall  be 
discharged  by  the  commissioners  for  the  remainder  of  that  year,  in 
case  it  shall  appear  that  such  house  shall  have  continued  wholly  un-, 
occupied  for  the  remainder  of  such  year. 

6. — Where  any  dwelling-house  is  let  in  different  apartments,  and 
shall  be  inhabited  by  two  or  more  persons,  the  same  shall  be  charged 
as  if  such  house  was  inhabited  by  one  person  only  ;  and  the  landlord 
or  owner  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  occupier,  and  shall  be  charged 
"with  the  duties.  But  where  the  landlord  shall  not  reside  within  the 
limits  of  the  collector,  or  the  same  .shall  remain  unpaid  by  such  land- 
lord for  twenty  days  after  due,  the  duties  charged  may  be  levied  on  the 
occupier,  and  such  payment  shall  be  deducted  out  of  the  next  rent, 

7.— ^-Every  house,  whereof  the  keeping  is  left  to  the  care  of  any 
person  or  servant,  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  as  if  it  were  in- 
habited by  the  owner,  or  by  a  tenant ;  and  if  such  person  or  servant- 
shall  not  pay  rates  to  the  church  and  poor,  the  duties  shall  be  paid 
by  the  owners  or  tenants. 

8. — Every  distinct  chamber  in  any  of  the  inns  of  court,  or  of  Chan- 
cery, or  in  any  college  or  hall  in  either  of  the  universities,  or  any 
public  hospital,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  as  an  entire 
house,  which  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  occupiers.  But  every  such 
chamber  which  shall  not  contain  more  than  seven  windows,  shall  be 
charged  at  the  rate  of  three  shillings  for  every  window. 

9. — All  dwelling-rooms  in  any  hall  or  office  whatever,  belonging 
to  any  person,  or  to  any  bodies  politic  or  corporate,  or  t<d  any 
company,  that  are  charged  with  the  payment  of  any  other  taxes  or 


parish  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  the  duties,  and  shall  be  charged  as 
dwcllins-Iiouses ;  and  the  persons  to  whom  the  same  shall  b^elon^, 
shall  bo  charged  as  ihe  occupiers  thereof.  "* 

10.-  -When  a  partition  or  divisiofi  between  two  windows  fixed  in 
one  frame  shall  be  of  the  breadth  of  twelve  inches,  the  window  on 
each  side  shall  be  charged  as  a  distinct  window, 

11, — Every  window  extending  so  far  as  to  give  light  into  more 
rooms,  landings,  or  stories,  than  one,  shall  be  reckoned  as  so  maii? 
separate  windows. 

12. — Every  window,  including  the  frame,  partitions,  and  divi- 
sions thereof,  which  by  due  admeasurement  of  the  whole  space  on 
the  aperture  of  the  wall  of  the  house  or  building,  on  the  outside  of 
such  window,  shall  exceed  in  height  twelve  feet,  or  in  breadth  four 
feet  nine  inches,  not  being  less  than  three  feet  six  inches  in  height, 
shall  b«  reckoned  as  two  windows,  except  such  windows  as  shall 
have  been  made  uf  greater  dimensions  at  any  time  prior  to  the  5th  of 
April,  1785  ;  except  also  the  windows  in  such  parts  of  dwelling- 
houses  as  are  used  for  shops,  workshops,  and  warehouses,  and  ex- 
cept the  windows  in  the  public  room  of  any  house  licensed  to  sell 
wine,  ale,  or  otl^^r  liquors  by  retail,  which  shall  be  used  for  the  en- 
tertainmciVt  of  guests  ;  and  the  windows  in  farm-houses  especially  ex- 
empted from  the  duties  in  schedule  (B),  or  in  any  dwelling-house  not 
chargeable  to  the  duties  mentioned  in  the  said  schedule. 

13. — Where  any  dwelling-house  shall  be  divided  into  different 
tenements,  being  distinct  properties,  every  such  tenement  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  duties  as  an  entire  house,  which  duties  shall  b« 
paid  by  the  occupiers;  but  every  such  tenement  in  England,  Wales,  or 
Berwick,  which  shall  not  contain  more  than  seven  windows,  shall  be 
charged  at  the  rate  of  three  shillings  for  every  window  ;  and  in  Scot' 
land  two  shillings  and  sixpence  for  every  such  windo^. 

Exemptions  from  the  said  Duties, 

Case  1. — 'Any  house  belonging  to  his  majesty,  or  any  of  the  royal 
fiimily,  and  every  public  office,  for  which  the  duties  heretofore 
payable  have  been  paid  by  his  majesty,  or  out  of  the  public 
revenue. 

Case  2. — Any  hospital,  charity-school,  or  house  provided  for  the 
reception  and  relief  of  poor  persons,  except  such  apartments  therein 
as  are  occupied  by  the  officers  or  servants,  which  shall  be  assessed  as 
entire  dwelling-houses. 

Case  3.— The  windows  in  any  room  licensed  for  divine  worship, 
and  used  for  no  other  purpose ;  but  every  such  hospital,  charity 
school,  house  for  poor  persons,  or  room  licensed  as  a  chapel,  shall 
be  brought  into  charge  by  the  assessors,  or  by  the  surveyor,  and  shall 
be  stated  on  the  certificate  of  assessments  as  such  ;  and  on  due  proof 
of  the  fact  before  the  commissioners  by  the  assessors,  the  commis- 
sioners may  discharge  such  hospital,  charity  school,  house  for  poor 
persons,  and  room,  from  the  said  duties,  in  like  manner  as  they  are 
authorized  to  discharge  the  assessment  on  poor  persons,  but  not 
otherwise.         .  r  i       •      ♦ 

Case  4.-— The  windows  in  any  dairy  or  cheese-room  belonging  !• 
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and  occupied 'with  any  dwelling-house,  chargeable  with  the  said 
duties,  although  part  thereof,  which  shall  be  used  by  such  occupiers 
for  the  piypose  of  keeping  butter  or  cheese,  being  their  o\v.n  pro- 
duce, for  sale  or  private  use  ;  provided  the  windows  shall  be  made 
with  splines  or  wooden  laths,  or  iron  bars,  or  wires,  and  wholly 
without  glass,  and  the  occupiers  sliall  paint  on  the  outer  door,  or  on 
the  outside  of  the  windows  in  large  Roman  letters,  the  words, 
*'*JDairy"  or"  Cheese-room,*'  as  the  case  may  require,  and  shall  keep, 
and  from  to  time  restore,  such  words  during  all  such  time  as  such  ex- 
emption shall  be  claimed  ;  and  provided,  that  such  dairies  or  cheese- 
rooms  shall  not  be  at  any  time  used  to  dwell  or  to  sleep  in  by  any 
person,  but  shall  be  wholly  kept  and  used  for  the  purposes  herein- 
before mentioned  ;  and  provided  also,  that  an  assessment  of  all  such 
windows  shall  be.  duly  made,  and  the  fact  be  truly  returned  as  in 
other  cases  of  exemption  from  the  said  duties,  so  that  the  number  of 
windows  so  to  be  exempted  may  be  ascertained,  and  the  exemption 
be  allowed  by  the  commissioners.     . 

II.  House  Duty. 

Schedule  (B)  contains  the  duties  made  payable  on  all ,  inhabited 
dwelling-houses  throughout  Great  Britain,  according  to  the  value 
thereof,  and  of  the  oflices  and  lands  to  be  charged  therewith. 

For  every  such  inhabited  house  which,  with  the  household 
and  other  offices,  yards,  and  gardens,  therewith  oc- 
cupied and  charged,  are  or  shall  be  worth  the  rent 
hereinafter  mentioned  by  the  year,  there  shall  be  charg- 
ed the  yearly  sums  following  ;  viz. 

51.  and  under  20/.  rent  by  the  year  -  -  - 
20/.  and  under  40/.  rent,  by  the  year  -  -  _ 
40/.  rent  by  the  year,  and  upwards 

Rules  for  charging  the  said*  last 'mentioned  Duties. 

1. — The  said  duties  to  be  charged  annually  on  the  occupier  of 
every  such  dwelling-house,  being  of  the  annual  rent  of  5/.  or 
upwards,  and  to  be  levied  on  him,  or  on  his  executors  or  adminis- 
trators, and  in  like  manner  in  case  of  a  change  in  the  occupation  as 
is  .before  directed  in  respect  6f  the  duties  on  windows,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  duties  on  windows. 

2. — Every  coachhouse,  stable,  brewhouse,  washhouse,  laundry, 
woodhouse,  bakehouse,  dairy,  and  all  other  offices,  and  all  yards, 
courts,  and  curtilages,  and  gardens,  and  pleasure-grounds,  belong- 
ing to  and  occupied  with  any  dwelling-house,  shall  be  valued 
together  with  such  dwelling-house  ;  provided  no  more  than  one  acre 
of  such  gardens  and  pleasure-grounds  shall  in  any  case  be  so  valued. 

3. — All  shops  and  warehouses  which  are  attached  to  the  dwelling- 
house,  or  have  any  communication  therewith,  shall  be  valued  to- 
gether with  the  dwelling-house  and  the  household  and  other  offices 
(except  such  warehouses  and  buildings  upon  or  near  adjoining  to 
wharfs  which  are  occupied  by  persons  who  cany  on  the  business 
of  wharfingers,  and  who  have  dwelling-houses  upon  the  said  wharfs  for

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>  the  residence,  of  themselves   or   servants  employed    upon    the  said 
wharfs.) 

And  also  except  such  warehouses  as  are  distinct  and  separate  build- 
ings, and  not  parts  of  such  dwelling-houses,  or  the  shops  attached 
thereto,  but  employed  solely  for  the  purpose  of  lodging  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandize,  or  for  carrying  on  some  manufacture  (notwith- 
standing the  same  may  adjoin  to  or  have  communication  with  th«' 
dwelling-house  or  shop.) 

4.— Every  chamber  in  any  of  the  inns  of  court,  or  of  Chan- 
C(M7,  or  in  any  college  or  haH  in  any  of  the  universities  of 
Great  Britain,  shall  be  charged  as  an  entire  house,  and  on  the  oc- 
cupiers thereof. 

5. — Every  hall  or  office  belonging  to  any  person,  or  to  any  body 
politic  or  corporate,  or  to  any  company,  that  are  or  may  be  law- 
fully charged  with  other  taxes  or  parish  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
duties. 

6. — Where  any  house  shiill  be  let  in  different  stories,  tenements, 
lodgings,  or  landings,  and  shall  be  inhabited  by  two  or  more  persons, 
the  same  shall  be  charged  to  the  said  duties  as  if  inhabited  by  on^ 
family  only,  and  the  landlord  or  owner  shall  be  deemed  the  OC" 
cupier  and  charged  to  the  duties:  but  where  the  landlord  shall  not 
reside  within  the  limits  of  the  collector,  or  the  same  shall  remain  un- 
paid by  such  landlord  for  twenty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  the 
duties  may  be  levied  on  the  occupiers.;  and  such  payments  shall  be 
deducted  out  of  the  next  payment  of  rent. 

7. — No  dwelling-house,  or  other  such  premises  as  aforesaid,  shall 
berated  at  any  less  annual  value  than  at  which  the  same  stand  charg- 
ed in  the  last  rate  made  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

8. — In  case  the  said  poor  rate  shall  have  been  made  throughout 
by  a  pound  rate  on  the  full  annual  value  of  all  the  dwelling-houses  in 
the  same  parish,  then  such  assessment  shall  be  made  according  to  the 
said  rate  ;  and  the  assessors  shall  in  all  such  cases  observe  the  same 
rule  of  proportion. 

9. — In  case  the  said  poor  rate  shall  have  been  made  on  any  pro- 
portionate part  of  such  value,  then  such  assessors  shall  assess  the 
same  at  the  same  sums  as  they  would  have  been  assessed  at,  if  the 
same  had  been  estimated  in  such  poor  rate  at  the  full  value  thereof 
respectively. 

10. — In  case  the  poor  rate  shall  not  be  made  on  the  full  annual 
value,  nor  according  to  any  proportionate  part  of  such  annual  value, 
but  nevertheless  the  said  dwelling-houses  shall  be  rated  in  a  due  pro- 
portion to  each  other,  the  assessors  may  by  all  lawful  ways  enquire 
into,  and  to  the  best  of  their  information  and  judgment  ascertain  the 
actual  rent  of  the  several  houses  in  ditfcrmt  occupations  within  their 
limits,  which  shall  have  been  let  within  three  years  precedmgthe  time 
for  making  the  assessment,  or  so  many  of  them  as  they  shall  be  able 
to  ascertain  the  rent  of,  and  shall  make  an  assessment  on  the  actual 
rent  on  such  of  the  said  houses  which  shall  appear  to  them  to  have 
been  so  let  at  the  just  and  full  value  thereof,  and  shall  afterwards 
proceed  to  assess  the  several  other  houses  in  sums  respectively  bearing 
ih'j  same  proportion,  as  far  as  the  same  can  be  computed,  to  the 
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amount  of  such  first  assessment  as  the  sums  charged  on  the  said  poor 
rate  on  such  other  premise  ^  respectively  bear  to  the  sum  charged  in 
the  said  poor  rate  on  the  said  house  and  premises  so  first  assessed  : 
but  the  aforesaid  rule  shall  extend  only  to  such  hou>i  s  and  premises 
chargeable  under  this  act  as  shall  be  rated  in  sii':'h  pocM'  rate  distinctly 
and  unmixed  with  other  property  not  chargeable  to  the  duties  hereby 
granted. 

11. — In  case  any  house  shall  not  be  rated  in  such  poor  rate,  or 
shall  be  rated  tlierein  together  wi ih. other  property  not  charjzeable 
to  the  duties,  or  there  shall  be  no  poor  rate  in  the  parish,  and  in 
every  case  where  the  rules  before  mentioned  are  not  applicable,  the 
assessors  shall  make  their  assessm.ent  from  the  best  information  they 
can  obtain  of  the  annual  value  thereof,  which  in  all  cases  sha 
the  actual  amount  of  the  rent  at  which  the  said  houses  are  let,  or 
not  let,  the  rent  which  they  are  vvorlh  to  be  let  by  the  year. 

12. — In  case  any  house  shall,  on  occasion  of  the  assissors'  having 
pursued  the  proportions  observed  in  the  poor  rate,  have  been  assess- 
ed at  a  sum  exceeding  thx?  just  rate  on  the  annual  value  thereof,  the 
commissioners  may  abate  from  such  assessment  so  much  as  in  their 
judgment  will  reduce  the  same  to  a  just  rate  on  such  annual  value, 
but  in  no  case  to  a  less  annual  value  than  the  same  stands  rated  at 
in  the  poor  rate. 

13. — In  case  any  house  shall,  on  occasion  of  the  assessors'  having 
pursued  the  proportions  observed  in  such  poor  rate,  have  been  as- 
sessed at  a  sum  less  than  the  actual  rent  at  which  the  same  shall  be 
let,  or  if  not  let,  at  less  than  the  rent  at  which  the  same  might  be  let, 
the  commissioners  may  increase  such  assessment  to  such  sum  as  a 
like  rent  would  amount  unto. 

14. — Where  any  dwelling-house  shall  be  divided  into  different 
tenements  being  distinct  properties,  every  such  tenement  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  duties  as  it  the  same  was  an  entire  house,  which 
duty  shall  be  paid  by  the  occupiers. 

Exemptions. 

Case  1. — Any  house  belonging  to  his  majesty,  or  any  of  the 
royal  family,  and  every  public  office  for  which  the  duties  here- 
tofore payable  have  been  p'aid  by  his  majesty,  or  out  of  the  public 
revenue. 

Case  2. — Every  dwelling-house,  being  a  farm-house,  occupied 
by  a  tenant,  and  bondjide  used  for  the  purposes  of  husbandry  only. 

Case  3. — Every  dwelling-house  being  a  farm-house,  occupied  by 
the  owner  thereof,  and  honujide  used  for  the  purposes  of  husbandry 
only,  which,  together  with  the  household  and  other  offices  afore- 
Sjaid,  shall  be  valued  under  this  act  at  10/,  fcr  annum,  or  any 
less  sum. 

Case  4. — Any  hospital,  charity  school,  or  house  provided  for  the 
reception  or  relief  of  poor  persons. 

Cav;e  5. — p^very  house  %vhereof  the  keeping  is  left  to  the  care  of  any 
person  or  servant,  who  doth  not  pay  rates  to  the  church  and  poor, 
and  who  resides  therein  for  the  purpose  only  of  taking  care  thereof; 


but  an  assessment  shall  be  duly  made  in  every  such  case,  and  the 
fact  truly  returned  as  in  other  cases  of  exemption,  and  the  exemption 
allowed  by  the  commissioners.  ^

Rules  for  charging  the  Duties. 

The  said  duties  to  be  payable  annually  for  every  horse,  mare,  or 
gelding,  used  on  any  occasion  for  the  purpose  of  ridings  or  oi  drawing 
any  carriage  for  which  duty  is  payable,  or  hired  by  the  year ^  or  any 
longer  period,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  person  using  the  same,  except 
as  after  mentioned.

medical  assistance,  or  to  or  from  market,  or  to  or  from  any  place  of 
public  worship,  or  to  or  from  any  election  of  members  in  parliament,  or 
to  or  from  any  courts  of  justice,  ov  to  or  from  any  meeting  of  the  com' 
missiontrs  of  taxes,  provided  such  horse  shall  not,  on  any  occasion,  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  save  as  aforesaid.

ikv'hich  any  armorial  bearing  or  ensign  shall  have  been,  dunng  t^ie

Biiles  for  charging  the  last-mentioned  Duties.

95,  fiv«?  of  the  commissioners 
nommated  under  4fi  Geo.  3.  c.  141,  are  to  constitute  a  general  board, 
and  the  majority  may  act.  * 

ATTORNIES.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  28.  the  clerks  of  the  coroner,  aud 
attorney  of  the  king's  bench,  may  practise  as  attornies. 

BANKRUPTS.— B}  49  Geo.  3.  c.  121.  so  much  of  46  Geo.  3.  c.l35,  as 
declares  the  striking  of  a  docket  notice  of  a  prior  act  of  bankruptcy  is 
repealed,  s.  1. 

In  all  ca«.>s,  executions  and  attachments  against  the  lands  or  goods 
of  bankrupts  levied  more  than  two  calendar  months  before  the  commis- 
sion shall  he  valid  ;  and  the  issuing  of  a  commission,  though  afterwards 
superseded,  shall  be  deemed  notice,  if  there  has  been  an  act  of  bank, 
ruplcy.  s.  2. 

If  the  creditors,  before  they  proceed  to  the  choice  of  assignees,  do  hot 
direct  how  and  to  whom  the  money  arising  from  the  bankrupt's  estate 
shall  be  paid,  the  commissioners  shall  give  directions,  but  they  are 
not  to  direct  the  same  to  be  paid  to  any  of  the  commissioners  or  the  so- 
licitor to  the  commission,  or  into  any  banking-house,  or  other  house  of 
trade  or  business,  in  which  the  commissioners  or  solicitor  are  concern- 
ed, s.  3. 

Assignees  disobeying  such  directions  to  be  charged  20l.  per  cent,  on 
the  money  retained,  or  employed  contrary  thereto.  *.  4. 

Commissioners  are  not  to  declare  a  dividend  till  a  true  statement  in 
writing  be  made  upon  oath  by  the  assignees  ascertaining  the  true  ba- 
lances in  hand.  s.  5. 

After  Jan.  1,  1810,  if  assigneesb^come  bankrupt,  having  lOOl.  ofthff 
fennkrupl's  estate  :  in  that  case  their  certificate  shail  not  discharge  their 
future  effects  in  respect  thereof,  s.  6. 

The  commissioners  may  direct  the  money  paid  in  on  bankrupt's  estate 
to  be  invested  in  exchequer  hills,  s.  7.  ' 

Sureties  and  persons  liable  for  the  debts  of  bankrupts,  paying  the  same 
after  thecoiriJivis^ionraay  be  permitted  to  prove  under  the  commission, 
and  the  issuing  of  the  co:i)  liission  shall  be  deemed  notice  although  after- 
wards supersf  d  d.  s.  8. 

Debts  not  payable  at  the  lime  of  the  bankruptcy  may  be  proi?ed,  de- 
ducting a  rebate  of  interest,  s.  9. 

In  actions  brought  by  assignees,  the  commission  and  proceedings 
under  it,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  the  petitioning  creditor's  debts, 
and  the  trading  and  act  of  bankruptcy,  Unless  notice  be  given  that  those 
matters  are  to  be  disputed,  s.  10.

The  signature  and  consent  of  three  parts  in  five,  in  number  and  value 
of  the  creditors  of  the  bankrupt,  to  the  allowance  of  his  certificate  and 
discharge,  shall  be  suflicient  to  authorize  all  acts  for  his  benefit.  *,  18. 

Bankrupts  entitled  to  leases  or  agreements  for  leases  delivering  up 
the  same  to  assignees  are  not  liable  afterwards  for  the  rent,  nor  in  re- 
spect of  the  covenants,  s.  19. 

,  BASTARDS.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  68,  the  reputed  fathers  of  bastard  chil. 
dren  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  expences  incident  to  the  birth,  with 
the  costs  of  apprehending  and  of  the  order  of  filiation,  s.  1. 

Persons  sworn  to  by  women  likely  to  be  delivered  of  bastards  may 
be  apprehended,  s.  2. 

Persons  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  the  allowances  under  an  order 
of  filiation  and  maintenance  may  be  committed  by  an  order  of  two 
justices  to  the  house  of  correction,  or  common  gaol,  to  be  kept  to 
bard  labour  for  three  months,   s.  3. 

The  expences  and  costs  are  to  be  subject  to  the  discretion  and  allow- 
ance of  the  magistrates  o/  court  of  quarter  sessions,  as  the  case 
may  be.  s.  4. 

But  the  parties  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  quarter  sessions  on 
giving  notice  and  entering  into  a  recognizance,  .s.  5. 

So  much  of  the  stat.  6  Geo.  2.  as  authorizes  justices  in  cases  where 
women  have  not  been  deivered  to  commit  the  reputed  fathers  to 
gaol,  to  appear  at  the  next  sessions,  to  abide  by  an  order  of  the  justices 
is  amended.  And  if  two  justices  certify,  that  the  woman  hath  not  been  de- 
livered, or  that  an  order  of  filiation  hath  been  already  entered  into,  or 
that  such  order  is  not  requisite  on  account  of  the  death  of  the  child,  or 
other  sufficient  cause ;  in  each  of  the  first  cases,  the  sessions  may  respite 
the  recognizance  till  the  next  sessions,  and  in  the  latter  wholly  discharge 
the  recognizaace. 

And  there  shall  in  future  be  no  appeal  in  cases  of  bastardy,  without 
notice,  and  entering  into  a  recognizance,  s.  7. 

CUSTO?*IS.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  59.  the  importation  of  goods  is  allowed 
from  the  United  States  of  America,  in  vessels  of  that  country. 

By  49,  Geo.  S.  c.  65,  two  justices  of  the  peace  may  hear  and  determine 
offences  against  the  law  of  customs  where  the  penalties  do  not  exceed 
Sol.  and  on  non-payment  commit  the  offenders  for  six  months,  s.  1,2. 

A  summons  left  at  the  house  is  to  be  sufficient,  and  the  justices  may 
mitigate  the  penalties  to  one  half.  a.  3,  4. 

On  expiration  of  the  term  of  imprisonment,  the  party  to  be  clear 
from  the  fines,  and  the  information  must  be  exhibited  before  the  expi- 
ration of  six  months,  s.  5,  6. 

Uncustomable  and  prohibited  goods  subject  to  seizure  by  the  police  a':ts, 
are  to  be  carried  to  the  custom-house,  and  goods  seized  as  feloniously 
stolen,  are  to  be  deposited  in  the  Thames  or  other  police  office,  to  b© 
produced  at  the  trial  of  the  offeader,  s-  7,8. 

Notice  of  snch  stopping  to  be  given  to  the  custom-house,  and  the 
goods  are  to  be  carried  to  the  custom-house  after  tiial.  #,  9, 10.

Where  goods  on  importation  are  chargeable  according  to  the  value, 
it  shall  be  considered  the  same  as  at  the  port  of  importation,  which  shall 
be  ascertained  according  to  27  Geo.  3.  c.  13.  and  if  not  truly  valued, 
may  be  detained,  s.  26. 

And  where,  on  exportation  according  to  the  value,  it  sliall  be  consi- 
dered the  same  as  at  the  port  of  exporta'^ion,  &c.  And  in  case  goods  be 
undervalued,  the  exporter  is  to  be  i?aid  according  to  the  declaration  made 
on  entry,  and  the  goods  detained,  s.  27,  28. 

Where  real  value  of  goods  cannot  be  ascertained,  the  exportation  may- 
be permitted  on  the  exporter  giving  bond  for  the  duties  ;  and  it  shall  be 
declared  in  the  entry  whether  the  exporter  shall  be  the  proprietor  or  agent, 
ice.  s.  29,  30. 

The  penalty  for  making  a  false  declaration  of  the  value,  is  a  forfeiture 
of  a  sum  equal  to  the  true  \ahie.  s.  31- 

The  commissioners  of  the  customs  may  direct  goods  detained,  to  be 
delivered  on  proof  that  no  fraud  was  intended,  s.  32. 

The  duties  ofprisage  and  butlerage  of  wine,  received  after  July  5, 
1806,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  collector  of  the  customs  ;  and  the  money 
arising  from  composition  for  prisage  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner;  and 
from  July  5,  1809,  no  wine  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  for  prisage,  but 
shall  be  subject  to  the  duties  of  regular  importation,  s.  33—35. 

And  from  and  after  July  5,  1809,  the  duty  called  butlerage,  shall  cease, 
and  be  no  longer  payable.  A\  36. 

Foreign  goods  which  have  been  exported,  and  afterwards  returned,  to 
be  subject  to  duty.  .v.  39. 

That  part  of  24  Geo.  2.  c.  51.  which  requires  certificates  on  the  entry 
of  pot  and  pearl  ashes,  is  repealed,  s.  40. 

The  commissioners  of  customs  may  finally  settle  the  accounts  of  col- 
lectors, Sec.  notwithstanding  any  erroneous  application  of  any  duties  of 
customs  received  by  them;  and  are  to  cdrrect  such  application,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  accounts  of  such  collectors  from  being  kept  open.  s.  44. 

If  any  suit  shall  be  brought  against  any  persou  tor  any  thing  done  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  such  action  shall  be  commenced  within  three  ca- 
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lendar  months,  and  not  afterwardu,  and  laid  in  thre  proper  county.    Defen* 
dant  may  plead  f^eneral  issue,  and  treble  costs  are  g^iven.  .v.  53. 

By  49  (7eo.  3.  c.  62.  persons  on  board  vessels,  required  to  have  any 
admiralty  licence,  found  within  four  or  eioht  lea^ncs  of  such  part  of 
the  consls  as  are  specified  in  former  nets,  or  within  100  leao^ues  of  any 
part  of  the  coasts  of  Great  Britaui  or  Ireland,  from  which  any  part  of  the 
cargo  shall  he  thown  overboard  while  ch;iced,and  who  shall  not  prove 
that  he  was  a  passen<;er  only,  shall  forfeit  100/.  and  be  dealt  with  accord- 
inp;  to  47  Geo.  5.  sess.  2.  c.  66    (vol.  I.  p.   124).  s.  2. 

The  reward,  under  the  last  act,  to  the  officers  seizing  spirits  concealed 
under  water,  within  the  limits  of  the  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or 
100  leagues  of  the  coasts  thereof,  shall  he  one  moiety  of  the  value,  .f.  3. 

Any  person  liable  to  he  detained  under  4  7  Geo.  3.  sesn.  2.  c.  G6.  who 
shall  be  found  unfit  to  serve  in  the  navy,  shall  forfeit  lOOA  and  upon  oath, 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  was  was  so  liable  to  be  detained  he 
iTjay  be  held  to  bail  in  100/.  to  answer  to  any  information  that  may  Ijc 
filed,  and  in  default  of  bail,  he  may  be  committed  by  the  justice  until  he 
pay  the  penalty,  or  be  delivered  by  the  due  course  of  law.

Goods  not  carried  to  the  custom-house,  as  directed  by  this  act,  may  be 
seized  or  re- seized  by  officers  of  the  customs,  and  the  party  neglecting, 
is  to  forfeit  20/.  «.  1 1 . 

By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  106,  the  treasury  may  permit  any  goods  described  in 
the  tables  annexed  to  43  Geo.  3.  c.  132.  (vol.  i.  p.  368),  to  remain 
warehoused  without  payment  of  duty,  for  such  further  time  beyond  the 
period  of  15  months,  as  they  shall  think  reasonable,  s.  1. 

And  the  treasury  may  in  like  manner  extend  the  period  for  which 
goods  arq  allowed  to  be  warehoused  at  any  other  port,  *  2.

Nor  to  persons  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences,  or  fictitious 
names,  except  were  they  have  been  confined  ten  years- 

Nor  to  prisoners  remanded  to  prison,  under  any  insolvent  act,  for 
fraudulently  obtaining  money,  goods,  or  securities  for  money,  on  false 
pretences ;  or  for  having  secretly  removed  effects  liable  to  be  detained 
for  rent;  or  who  shall  have  Nrjst  the  benefit  of  such  act,  by  any  fraudu- 
lent conveyance  ;  or  who  shall  have  fraudulently  obtained  their  dis- 
charge under  such  former  act;  but  the  objections  can  only  be  made  by 
some  detaining  creditor,  on  an  action  commenced  prior  to  the  1st  of 
February,  1809. 

Nor  persons  charged  in  execution  for  damages  recovered  in  any  action 
for  criminal  conversation  ;  seduction  of  a  daughter,  or  female  servant; 
for  a  malicious  prosecution,  or  any  other  malicious  injury :  except  in 
ca^es  where  the  plaintiff  shall  be  dead,  and  no  one  shall  have  obtained 
probate  or  administration  within  tAvelve  months,  and  except  such  per- 
mm  shall  have  been  confined  for  ten  years. 

Nor  to  persons  removing  effects  of  the  value  of  301.  liable  to  be  dis- 
trained for  rent ;  except  where  they  have  been  confined  ten  years. 

Nor  to  persons  selling  of  assigning  effects  to  defraud  creditors  ;  ex- 
cept where  they  have  been  confined  ten  years. 

Nor  to  persons  who  have  lost  20l.  in  one  day,  or  in  the  whole,  sincie 
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such  commitment,  lOoI. ;  except  where  they  hare  been  confined  ten 
yeirs. 

.  The  act  is  not  to  extend  to  crown  debtors,  or  offenders  against  the 
customs,  excise,  stamps,  salt,  or  any  branches  of  the  public  revenue, 
unless  the  lords  of  the  treasury  certify  their  consent  thereto. — And  per- 
sons huvin^  taken  the  benefit  of  an  insolvent  act  within  five  years,  are 
not  entitled  to  relief,  and  fraudulent  discharges  are  void. 

JUDGE?.— By  49  Ce?.  3.  c.  827.  so  much  of  39  Geo,  3.  c.  110.  as 
relates  to  the  sums  to  he  issued  in  aui;mentation  of  the  salaries  of  the 
chief  baron  of  the  exchequer,  puisne  justices  of  the  KB.  and  C.P.  and 
baroQs  of  the  exchequer,  is  repealed,  s.  1.  and  the  chief  baron's  augmen- 
tation is  5,000/.  and  each  of  the  puisne  justices  and  barons  4,000/.  s.  2, 
and  the  second  judge  of  K.  B.  forgiving  the  charge  to  the  grand  jury, 
and  pronouncing  sentences  is  also  to  have  the  termly  compensation 
of  10/.  anaounting  to  40/.  per  annum,  granted  by  privy  seal,  anno  2  Geo. 
3.  in  addition,  s.  4, 

An  augmentation  of  400/.  per  annum,  to  each  of  the  justices  of  Ches- 
ter, and  of  the  great  sessions  in  Wales,  is  made,  *.  5.  and  all  those  sa- 
iaries  are  to  be  paid  half  yearly,  clear  of  all  taxes  except  the  property- 
tax,  s.  G. 

By  49  Geo.  3  c.  91.  notwithstanding  8  Ric.  2.  c.  2,and  33  ffen.  8.  c.  24. 
justices  of  either  bench  or  barons  of  the  exchequers  or  other  persons  ap~ 
j?ohited  justices  of  assize,  may  exercise  the  office  in  any  county,  though 
they  were  born  or  do  inhabit  therein. 

LAND-TAX. — By  49  Geo.  3.  e.  67.  the  commissioners  appointed  "for 
'the  redemption  of  land-tax,  under  the  great  seal,  within  18  months  may 
direct  the  exoneration  of  land-tax,  charged  on  messuages  belonging  tr> 
small  livings  and  charitable  institutions,  provided  the  exoneration  with 
those  which  have  been  already  exonerated,  viz,  5670/.  6s.  3f«/.  do  nt)t 
exceed  the  total  yearly  sum  of  8,000/.  s.  1.  and  may  by  indorsement 
on  the  certificate  of  I  and- tax,  declare  the  lands  exonerated  therefrom,  s.  2. 
which  certificates  are  to  be  registered,  within  twelve  months  after  June 
2d,  1809.  s.  4.  and  a  statement  of  the  proceedings  are  to  be  laid  before 
parliament,  s.  B. 

LOAN.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  11.  for  a  loan  of  14,G0O,O00,  each  contri- 
butor was  for  every  100/.  to  be  entitled  to  a  principal  of  60/.  in  the 
4  per  cents,  and  SO/,  in  the  three  per  cents,  reduced. 

MARINE-STORES.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  122.  pilots  and  others  are 
to  deposit  anchors,  cables,  and  other  ships  materials  taken  possession 
of  by  them,  in  such  places  as  the  vice-admiral  of  each  county  shall 
direct,  s.  1.  . 

The  deputy  vice-admiral  is  to  send  a  report  of  goods,  deposited,  to  the 
corporation  of  the  Trinity-house  of  Deptford  Strond :  but  no  report  need 
be  made  until  the  articles  amount  in  value  to  20/.  s.  2,  3. 

The  deputy  vice-admiral  may  seize  goods,  not  reported  and  deposited, 
as  required  by  this  act,  and  if  seized  without  previous  information,  shall 
have  one-third  of  the  value  thereof,  and  the  value  of  the  articles  seized 
shttU  be  ascertained  in  like  manner,  as  the  salvage  therein,  after  men- 
tioned; and  if  the  deputy  vice-admiral  seize  by  previous  information,  he 
and  the  informer  shnll  each  have  from  the  owners  one  6th  part,  «.  4, 5,  6. 
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If  the  arliclcs  be  not  claimed  within  a  year  and  a  day,  the  same  are  to 
be  sold  accord  ins;  to  the  stat.  11  Ami.  c.  18.  (Sec  Wueck.)  and  if  they 
shall  have  been  seizec',  the  deputy  vice-admiral  seizing,  and  the  person  in-. 
formip«^  shall  be  eijually  entitled  to  salvage.  *.  7. 

If  the  owners  and  salvers  cannot  a;;rce,  respecting  the  amount  of  sal- 
vage or  the  value  of  the  articles,  two  justices  shall  determine  the  diffe- 
rence, and  if  the  justices  cannot  agree,  they  shall  nominate  a  third  per- 
son, conversant  in  maritime  affairs,  avIio  shall  determine,  s.  8. 

Two  justices  may  in  like  manner  determine  upon  remuneration  to  be 
made  for  services  rendered  to  ships  in  distress,  or  otherwise,  and  the  deci- 
sion of  snch  justices,  shall  in  this  case  be  final,  unless  there  be  an  appeal 
to  the  high  court  of  admiralty,  s.

Purchasers  and  procurers  of  anchors,  cables,  goods  or  niercbandize, 
which  may  have  been  taken  up,  weighed,  swept  for,  or  taken  possession 
of,  whether  belonging  to  a  ship  in  distress,  or  preserved  from  any  Wreck, 
if  the  defections  before  given  are  not  observed,  shall  be  punished  as  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  at  conmion  law,  or  transported  for  seven  years,  s.

Masters  of  ships  boimd  to  ports  beyond  the  seas,  finding  or  taking  on 
board  anchors  and  other  articles,  are  to  report  the  same  to  the  Trinity- 
bouse,  and  on  their  arrival  in  England,  to  deposit  them,  under  a  penalty, 
on  conviction  before  one  justice,  of  not  exceeding  200/.  and  not  less  than 
50/.  one  moiety  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  to  the  merchant's  seamen 
office,  and  also  a  forfeiture  of  double  the  value  to  the  owners,  *.  14. 

The  vice-admiral  and  others,  who  are  to  make  reports,  may  receive 
from  the  owners  a  fee  of  one  guinea  for  eaeh  report,  s.  15. 

Pilots  and  others  selling  or  disposing  of  anchors  or  cables  in  foreign 
countries,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  transported  for  7  years,  «.  16. 

Dealers  in  marine  stores,  shall  have  their  names  painted  on  their  store- 
houses, and  not  to  cut  up  any  cable  without  a  permit  from  a  magistrate 
on  pain  of  forfeiting  for  the  first  offence,  not  exceeding  101.  nor  less 
ihan  10/.  and  for  every  other  offence  not  exceeding  50/.  nor  less  than  20^, 
half  to  the  informer,  and  half  to  the  poor,  s.  17. 

Dealers  are  to  keep  an  account  ofoldstorcs  bought  by  them,  and  give 
notice  by  advertising  in  a  public  paper,  one  week  before  they  proceed  to 
the  cutting  up  of  any  cordage,  and  persons  may  demand  inspection  of  their 
books  and  if  they  do  not  conform  hereto,  they  are  subject  to  the  same  pe- 
nalties as  in  the  last  clause,  s.  18. 

-And  in  case  any  of  the  penalties  cannot  be  levied  by  distress,  the  of- 
fenders are  for  a  first  offence  to  be  committed  to  gaol  for  six  calendar 
months,  and  for  every  subsequent  offence  for  12  months,  *.  18. 

Manufacturers  of  anchors,  are  to  place  on  anchors  and  kedge  anchors, 
their  names,  with  a  number  and  also  the  weight  of  the  anchor,  on  paia 
of  forfeiting  not  exceeding  5/.  nor  less  than  40*.  s.

The  justice  may  draw  up  the  conviction  in  a  summary  way  and  no 
eeriiGrari  lies^  but  parties  aggrieved  may  appeal  to  the  general  quarter- 
sessions,  s.

104.  (see 
Yol.  ii.  title  Stores),  the  rights  of  the  high  court  oT  admiralty,  of  tht-  crowa 
and  of  lords  and  ladies  of  n)anors,of  theTrinity-housesof  DeptfordStrond, 
Kingston-upon-Hu!l,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  Scarborough,  and  of 
the  city  of  London,  are  saved,  s.  21 — SO, 

But  the  act  is  not  lo  -;xtend  to  Scotkr.d  or  Ireland,  s.  31. 

The  gratuities  for  sLvage  under  12  ,i';m.  c.  18.  (vol.  ii.  title  Wreck), 
shall  be  paid  bv  the  ow<ers,  when  adjusted  according  to  that  act,  where 
the  salvers  shall  have  a.  ted  under  the  authority  of  any  tn»gistrate,  al- 
though no  application shnii  have  been  made  to  any  officer  of  cusu>ms..v.  J2. 

The  act  is  to  remain  in  force  for  7  years,  from  the  25th  June,  1 809, 
*.   34. 

MILITIA.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  53,  before  the  1st  of  October,  1810.  a 
number  of  militia,  equal  to  one-half  of  the  original  quotas  of  militia  in 
England  and  Scotland,  shall  be  raised,  and,  until  the  Jsi  of  .June,  1800, 
the  men  may  he  raised  as  volunteers,  in  the  militia,  s.  1,  2.  But  no  such 
volunteer  is  to  have  more  than  one  child  born  in  wedh/ck,  and  thr»  pro- 
visions of  former  acts,  as  to  substitutes,  in  relation  to  their  families,  are 
extended  to  volunteers  enlisting  in  the  militia,  s,  3. 

Commanding  officers  are  to  transmit  certificates  of  men  raised  to  the 
clerks  of  general  meetings,  s.  4. 

A  bounty  of  12  guineas  is  to  be  paid  to  every  man  raised  as  volunteer, 
by  beat  of  drum  or  otherwise,  under  such  regulations  as  his  majesty 
shall  direct,  s.  5. 

The  deputy  lieutenants,  are  to  fix  by  ballot,  the  order  in  which  vacan. 
cies  shall  he  filled  up,  and  cause  lists  to  be  made  out  of  those  who  have 
enlisted  into  the  line,  and  of  the  parishes  to  which  they  belonged;  and 
men  enlisted  for  the  militia,  are  to  be  placed  to  such  parishes  for  relief  of 
families,  s.  Q. 

After  June  the  Isl,  the  raising  of  volunteers,  by  beat  of  drum,  shall 
cease.  *.  7. 

The  deficiencies  in  April,  1810,  shall  be  supplied  by  ballot,  and  notice 
thereof  is  to  be  given  on  the  church-doors,  s.

The  names  of  persons  balloted  are  to  be  sent  to  the  constables,  who 
shall  give  notice  thereof,  and  in  case  of  defaults,  fresh  ballots  shall  be 
made.  s.  12, 

Persons  chosen  by  ballot  (not  bein^  quakers,)  not  serving  or  provid- 
ing a  substitute,  are  to  forfeit  20/.  s.  13. 

Persons  balloted  and  enrolled,  between  the  1st  of  June,  IjBlO,  and  the 
1st  of  September,  1810,  or  their  substitutes,  are  to  have  a  bounty  of 
lOl.  10s. ;  and  churchwardens  and  overst-ers  of  the  poor,  may  raise  men 
'as  volunteers,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sauie  bounty,  s.  14 — 15. 

But  no  rates  or  subscriptions  are  to  be  made  for  inducing  persons  to 
Tolunteer  on  pain  of  201. ;  and  subsistence  money  is  to  be  allowed  men 
on  the  march  out  of  the  poor's  rates,  at  the  rate  of  2d.  per  day,  at  the 
rate  of  ten  miles  per  day,  to  be  repaid  to  the  overseers,  by  the  officer 
receiving  the  men.  s.  16. 

Persons  receiving  the  bounty  are  not  to  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  al- 
lowances under  former  acts,  upon  the  ground  of  not  being  worth  500l. 
».  17. 

Deputy  lieutenants  are  not  to  direct  more  than  lOl.  10s.  to  be  paid  to 
any  substitute  upon  enrolment,  s.  18. 

Persons  belonging  to  volunteer  corps  are  not  to  be  exempt,  unless 
they  shall  have  served  their  full  number  of  days;  nor  persons  balloted 
■nder  the  geueral  training  act,uor  officers  ou  half-pay.  #,  19,  20. 
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U  any  person  ordered  to  be  drawn  out,  shall  not  appear,  and  shall  no? 
be  taken  wilhin  leu  day*,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  up.  s.  21. 

This  act  does  not  extent!  to  the  city  of  London,  s.  23  ;  and  the  fine  for 
every  county,  hundred,  and  parish  for  deficiencies,  i»  401.  per  man,  to  be 
assessed  by  the  sessions,  on  returns  from  the  commandants  of  the  mili- 
tia, s.  24—25. 

When  the  men  are  raised,  the  ballot  is  to  be  again 'suspended  uatil  ihc 
1st  of  June,  1812,  j.  29.  , 

If  any  high  or  other  constable,  clerk  of  general  or  subdivision  meet- 
ings, or  schoohnasler,  or  any  commissioned  officer,  adjutant,  quarter- 
master, or  Serjeant  in  the  militia,  or  local  militia,  shall  insure  for  pro- 
Tiding  substitutes,  he  shall  forfeit  100/.  s.  40. 

Penalties  exceeding  20/.  are  recoverable  only  in  superior  courts,  and 
not  exceeding  20/.  before  any  justice,  or  deputy-lieutenaut,  with  power 
of  appeal  to  the  sessions,  s.  41,  42. 

Orciers  are  not  removeable  by  certiorari,  s.  45. 

\Local  Mililiay  by  A9Geo.  3.  c.  40.  deficiencies  and  vacanciei 

under  the  local  militia  act,  AS  Geo.  3.  c  11,  (vol.  ii.  p.  170),  may  be 
directed  to  be  supplied,  by  order  of  the  secretary  of  state,  without  his 
majesty's  warrant,  s.  1. 

But  voUinteers  are  allowed  to  enter,  whether  any  orders  be  given  for 
supplying  deficiencies  or  not,  until  the  local  militia  he  completed,  s.  2. 

Vacancies  are  to  be  filled  up,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  local 
militia,  and  volunteers,  exceed  six  times  the  quota  of  the  regular  militia, 
S.3. 

Where  the  local  militia,  shall  e-sceed  such  quota,  no  deficiencies  shall 
be  supplied  until  the  number  be  reduced  below  the  proportion  of  the 
county,  s.  4. 

The  local  militia-men  my  enlist  into  the  regular  militia,  except  during 
the  period  of  annual  training,  s.  5. 

And  no  officer,  or  non-commissioned  officer,  or  corporal,  or  private, 
or  any  other  person,  shall  enlist  a  local  militia-man  during  the  period  of 
such  training,  on  penalty  of  20/.  i.  6, 

Vacancies  by  men  being  made  corporals  and  Serjeants,  and  enlisting  in 
the  regular  militia  are  to  be  filled  up,  s.  7. 

■  Deputy-lieutenants  may  make  new  apportionments,  in  case  from  the 
returns  made,  it  be  found  the  quotas  are  not  in  proportion  to  the  rela- 
tive numbers  liable  to  serve,  s,8. 

The  general  meetings  of  the  lieutenancy,  shall  fix  by  ballot,  the  order 
in  which  subdivisions  shall  s^and,  as  to  the  supplying  deficiencies,  on  ac- 
count of  the  appointment  of  persons  to  be  serjeanls  or  corporals,  s.  9. 

Deputy  lieutenants  are  to  regulate  any  inequalities  of  numbers,  that 
may  arise  in  divisions,  .?.  10. 

So  much  of  the  former  act  as  relates  to  bounties,  to  persons  voluntarily 
enrolling  theuiselves,  (<?xcept  members  of  volunteer  corps)  is  repealed, 
and  parishes  may  agree  to  give  two  guineas  bounty,  i.  11 . 

The  bounty  paid  to  persons  enlisting  in  the  local  militia,-  shall  be  de- 
ducted fr(im  the  enlistingjbounty,  and  repaid  if  they  enlist  into  the  army, 
navy,  or  marines,  within  one  year;  and  one  half  thereof  if  they  enlist 
after  the  year,  and  before  the  expiration  of  two  years,  5.  12. 

So  much  of  the  former  act  as  rcl.ites  to  the  advance  of  bounties  to 
persons  from  volunteer  corps,  being  repaid  is  repealed,  s.

7.  officers  of  jeomanry  corps,  with  officers  of  local  militia, 
according  to  the  dates  of  the  commissions,  s.  18.  and  officers  of  local  mi- 
litia, who  held  commissions  in  volunteers  in  like  manner,  with  officers  of 
yeomanry  corps,  s.  19. 

Vice  lieutenants,  if  authorized  by  the  lieutenant,  may  grant  commis- 
sions, s.  20.  and  no  stamp-duty  is  to  be  charged  on  commissions  in  the 
local  militia,  s.  21. 

Bills  for  pay  and  allowance  to  and  for  remitting  on  account  of  the 
local  militia,  yeomanry  or  volunteer  corps  shall  be  drawn  on  unstamped 
paper,  s.  22. 

Where  towns  in  the  country  do  not  afford  accommodation  for  quarter- 
ing local  militia,  they  may  be  marched  into  an  adjoining  county,  s.  23. 

Adjutants  and  non-commissioned  officers,  may  train  regular  militia- 
men, until  they  can  be  marched  to  their  regiments,  s.  24. 

The  commanding  officer  may  appoint  a  quarter-master  for  his  regi- 
ment, s.  25. 

The  qualification  for  officers  of  militia,  may  be  , in  any  part  of  Great 
Britain,  s.  S6. 

Local  militia  officers  shall  not  be  exempt  from  serving  the  office  of 
sheriff,  s.  27.  ^ 

No  Serjeant,  corporal,  or  drummer,  or  musician  of  the  local  miUtia, 
«hall  be  allowed  to  enlist  into  the  array,  navy,  or  marines,  s.  28. 

Men  shall  not  change  their  regiments  in  consequence  of  removing 
from  one  part  of  a  county  to  anolher,  s.  29. 

Men  are  not  to  remove  from  one  county  to  another  while  the  regi- 
ment is  assembled,  s.  30,  nor  to  be  subject  to  mutiny  acts,  unless  when 
receiving  pay.  s.  31. 

By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  82.  No  serjeant  or  non-commissioned  officer,  or 
drummer,  or  musician  in  the  local  militia,  shall  be  required  to  serve 
longer  than  the  service  required  from  privates    s.  1. 

Adjutants,  quarter-masters,  or  Serjeants,  or  non-commissioned  officers, 
are  not  to  train  men  enrolled  for  the  regular  militia,  unless  ordered  by 
the  lieutenancy,  s.  2. 

And  the  qualifications  situated  in  other  counties  (see  s.  2G.  of  last  act), 
than  those  to  which  the  officers  belong,  shall  extend  to  the  local  militia 
only.  s.  3. 

The  enrolment  of  the  local  militia,  of  the  stannaries  by  the  warden  is 
declared  valid,  s.  4 

The  privy  council  are  to  fix  the  quota  of  the  local  militia,  for  the 
cinque  ports,  s.  5- 

And  by  49  Geo.  3.  c.  129.  No  person  balloted  or  enrolled  to  serve  in 
the  local  militia,  shall  be  allowed  to  enlist  into  the  regular  militia,  of  any 
other  county  than  the  one  for  which  he  is  enrolled. 

NATIONAL  DEFENCE.— By  49  Geo.  3.~c.  112.  when  common  lands 
are  marked  out  for  public  service,  under  43  Geo.  3.  c.  55,  and  44  Geo.  3. 
c.  95,  (vol.  ii.  p.  182),  notices  shall  be  affixed  on  the  church  doors,  for 
three  s-iccessive  Sundays,  and  also  published  once  in  each  of  the  three 
luccessive  weeks  in  ths  county  paper,  and  if  the  parties  do  not  treat,  hi* 
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majesty's  officers  shall  be  put  into  possession,  according  to  44  Geo.  3- 
c.  95. 

NAVAL  OFFICERS.  By  49  Geo.  3-  c.  35,  the  court  of  assistants  of  the 
charity  for  the  relief  of  widows  of  officers  of  the  navy,  may  direct  the 
pensia;iS  to  be  paid  such  wi<lows  at  the  places  of  their  residence,  or  in 
foreign  parts  bv  persons  appointed  for  the  same.  s.  1. 

The  court  ot  assistants  may  make  regulation  as  to  the  payment  of 
such  pensions  as  they  think  proper,  s.  2. 

Widows  may  apply  to  have  their  pensions  paid  by  the  receiver-fjeneral 
of  the  land  tax,  or  thecoHrcLOi-  of  the  customs  or  excise,  or  the  clerk  of 
the  cheque,  s.  3.  fmd  the  court  of  assistants  may  order  the  pay-master 
to  make  out  two  duplicate  remittance  bills,  payable  to  such  widows  by 
such  officers,  s.  4,  one  of  which  duplicates  shall  be  sent  to  the  widow, 
and  the  other  to  the  officer  who  is  to  pay,  who  shall,  on  her  producin*^ 
the  duplicate,  pay  her  the  sum  contained  therein,  s.  5.  and  the  receiver- 
general,  or  officer,  sh;ill  indorse  on  the  hack  of  the  duplicate,  the  date 
of  its  bf'inu^  tendered,  in  case  he  has  not  public  monies  in  his  hands,  to 
pay  the  bill,  and  appoint  a  day  of  payment  within  a  month,  and  any  such 
officers  as  aforesaid,  delaying  payment  unnecessarily,  or  taking  any  fee 
or  discount,  shall  forfeit  50/.  to  be  recovered  according  to  the  laws  of 
customs  or  excise,  and  paid  to  thp  informer,  s.  5. 

On  certificates  ot  infirmity  being  produced,  the  officer  who  is  to  pay, 
is  authorized  to  pav  the  contents  of  the  bill  to  the  order  of  the  widow. 
s.   6. 

All  assignments  of  the  pension  shall  be  void,  s.  7,  letters  and  packets 
sent  by  the  pay-master,  to  be  free  of  postage,  s.  8,  persons  personating 
widows,  in  order  to  recover  pensions,  are  guilty  of  felony,  and  may  be 
transported  for  not  exceeding  14  years,  s.  9,  persons  forging  bills,  certi- 
iirates,  vouchers,  or  receipts,  are  also  guilty  of  felony,  and  may  be 
transported  for  1 4  years,  s.  1 0. 

All  orders,  certificates,  vouchers,  bills  and  receipts,  are  exempted  from 
stamp  duties,  s.  11. 

By  49  Gen.  3.  c.  45,  the  admiralty  may  direct  allowances  from  the 
c<»mpassionate  list  of  the  navy,  and  the  half  pay  to  marine  officers,  to  be 
paid  at  thertsidenceofthe  persons  entitled  thereto,  s.  1. 

The  adu  iralty  may  make  such  regulations  as  they  think  requisite,  for 
the  payment  of  such  allowana-s,  and  half  pa\.  s.  2. 

Persons  entitled  to  such  allowances  and  half  pay,  may,  on  application 
for  that  purpose,  receive  payments  from  the  receiver-general  of  the  land- 
tax,  or  coliecior  of  the  cnsioms  or  excise,  or  clerk  of  the  cheque,  s.

On  certificate  of  iufirmify  b(Mng  pn  :"!uced  to  ihe  officer  who  is  to  pay, 
Ruch  Othter  may  pay  the  contents  of  the  bill  to  the  order  of  the  per. 
son  entitled,  s,  (>. 

All  assignments  of  allowances  and  half  pay  shall  be  void.  s.  7- 

Letters  and  packets  are  to  be  free  of  postage,  s.  ?.  and  bills  paid  by 
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the  treasurer  of  the  nayy,  or  pay-master  of  the  marines  shall  be  safficieat 
vouchers,  g.  9.  * 

Persons  personating  officers,  are  guilty  of  felony,  and  may  be  trans- 
ported for  not  exceeding  14  years,  s.  id.  persons  forging  bills,  certifi- 
cates, vouchers  or  receipts,  are  also  guilty  of  felony,  and  may  be  trans- 
ported for  14  years,  s.  11,  and  all  orders,  certificates,  vouchers,  bills 
and  receipts,  are  exempted  from  stamp  dufes.  s.  12. 

NEWFOUXDLAND.'^By  49  Ge».  3.  c.  27.  after  reciting  33  Geo.  3. 
c.  76,  (see  vol.  ii.  p.  185),  which  is  expired,  enarts,  that  his  majesty, 
under  the  great  seal,  may  institute  a  court  of  cr;  ninal  and  civil  jurisdic- 
tion at  Newfoundland,  s.  1.  and  the  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the 
chief  justice  may  institute  surrogate  courts,  from  which  surrogate  courts 
upon  a  decree  or  judgment  for  a  sum  exceeding  40/.  an  appeal  lies  to  the 
supreme  courts,  s.  2,  3,  4,  5 

When  goods  are  attached,  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  party  is  insolvent 
the  courfs  shall  order  his  effects  to  be  collected  and  distributed,  s.  6,  in 
which  distribution  every  fisherman  or  seaman  employed  in  the  fishery, 
shall  be  first  paid  ':?0s.  in  the  pound,  s.  7.  and  the  certificate  of  the 
court,  t  hat  the  party  has  made  a  full  disclosure,  shall  be  a  bar  to  suits 
for  debts,  prior  to  the  declaration  of  insolvency,  s.  8. 

The  chief  justice  may  grant  administrations  and  probates,  s.  9,  and  he 
is  to  setHe  the  forms  of  process,  and  appoint  tees.  s.  13. 

The  said  statute  33  Geo.  3.  c.  76.  is  continued  until  the  opening  of 
the  supreme  court,  s.  10. 

No  court,  except  the  supreme  and  surrogate  courts,  shall  hold  plea  of 
any  suit,  or  complaint  of  a  civil  nature,  but  the  vice-admiralty  courts, 
may  hold  plea,  in  maritime  causes,  except  only  for  the  wages  of  seamen 
and  fishermen,  s.  1 1,  and  suits  for  debts  under  40s.  may  be  recovered  in 
asumn>arv  way,  in  the  court  ol  session,  s,  12. 

The  coast  of  Labrador,  from  the  river  St.  John  to  Hudson's  Streights, 
and  the  islands  lying  on  the  said  coast,  are  annexed  to  the  government  of 
Newfoundland,  and  the  supreme  court  may  hold  pleas  arising  within  such 
parts,  s.  14, 15. 

Penalties  may  be  recovered  in  a  summary  way  in  the  supreme  or-sur- 
rogate  courts,  and  if  of  the  sum  of  10/.  or  under  in  any  court  of  session 
or  before  one  justice,  s.  16. 

OFFICES.— By  49  Geo,  S,  c.  126,  the  stat.  5  &  6  Ed.  6.  c.  16.  (vol.  ii. 
p.  199),  is  extended  to  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  to  all  oflSces  in  the 
gift  of  the  crown,  or  of  any  office  appointed  by  the  crown,  and  a'.!  com- 
missions, civil,  naval,  or  military,  and  to  all  places  and  employments,  and 
to  all  deputations  to  any  such  departments,  or  under  the  appointment  of 
the  treasury,  secretary  of  state,  admiralty  ordnance,  commander  in 
chief,  secretary  at  war,  paym:ister-general,  commissioners  of  India,  of 
the  excise,  treasurer  of  the  navy,  cora;nissionersof  the  navy,  victualling 
and  transports,  commissary-general,  store-keeper-general,  and  also  the 
principal  officers  of  any  other  public  departments  of  his  majesty's  govern- 
ment in  any  part  of  the  united  kingdom,  or  the  dom/mions  or  plantations, 
thereof,  s.  1.  and  when  the  right  of  appointment  under  the  former  or 
this  act,  shall  be  forfeited,  the  same  shall  go  to  his  majesty,  s.  2. 

Persons  buying  or  selling  offices,  or  receiving  or  paying  money  or  re- 
wards for  offices,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  s.  3. 

Persons  receiving  or  paying  money  for  soliciting  otlices,  and  enU»ring 
into  any  negociations,  or  pretended  negociations,  relating  thereto,  shall 
be  also  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  s.  4. 
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Persons  opening  or  advertising  houses  for  transacliug  business, 
relating  to  the  sale  of  offices,  also  gnilly  of  a  misdemeanour,  s.

Offenders  in  Scotland,  may  be  fined  and  imprisoned,  or  by  one  or  both 
of  such  punishments,  s.  13. 

Offences  committed  abroad,  shall  be  tried  In  the  court  of  king's 
bench,  s.  14. 

PARLTAMENT.— By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  118.  persons  entering  into  any  en- 
gagement for  any  gifts  or  rewards,  to  procure  or  endeavour  to  procure 
the  election  or  return  of  a  member  in  parliament,  if  not  returned  himself, 
shall  forfeit  1000/.  and  every  person  so  returned,  shall  be  incapable  of 
sitting  :  and  any  person  accepting  such  money,  gift,  or  reward,  shall 
forfeit  to  the  crown  the  amount  of  such  money,  gift,  or  reward,  over 
and  above  the  sum  of  500/.  which  he  shall  forfeit  to  any  informer  with 
costs,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  record,  s.  1.  But  the  act  is  not  to 
extend  to  legal  expences.  s.  2. 

Persons  entering  into  contracts  or  agreements  to  give  or  procure  any 
office,  place,  or  employment,  in  order  to  the  election  or  return  of  a 
member  in  parliament,  shall  be  disabled  and  incapacitated  to  sit  in  that 
parliament;  and  any  person,  who  shall  receive  or  accept  of,  by  him- 
self or  others  intrust,  any  sach  office,  place,  or  employment,  shall  for- 
feit the  same,  and  also  500/.  and  any  person  holding  any  such  office 
under  the  crown,  who  shall  give  such  office,  place,  or  employment,  thall 
forfeit  1000/.  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid,  s.  3'  But  all  prosecutions 
must  be  commenced  within  two  years  s.  4. 

PLANTATICXS.— B^49  Geo.  3-  c.  16,  Spirits  of  the  produce  of  the 
West  Indies,  exported  mto  Bermuda,  may  be  imported  into  Lower  Ca- 
nada. 

By  49  Geo.  3.  r.  17,  his  majesty  by  order  in  council  may,  during  the 
present  war,  make  such  regulations  respecting  the  trade  to  and  from  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  ^s  he  shall  think  fit,  s.  1,3.  and  goods  imported  or 
exported  contrary  to  such  ordei-  in  council,  shall  be  forfeited  with  the 
Tessel ;  saving  the  rights  of  the  East  India  company,  s.  2. 

By  49  Geo.  3,  c  22.  goods  permitted  by  45  Geo.  3-  c.  57,  to  be  im- 
ported and  exported  from  certain  ports  in  Jamaica,  may  be  imported 
into,  and  exported  from  iha  port  of  Falmouth,  in  that  island. 
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By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  61,  sugar  and  coffee  of  Martinique,  and  Mariefjalante 
are  subjected  to  the  same  duty  on  importation  as  sugar  and  coffee  not 
of  the  British  plantations. 

By  49  f-eo.  3.  c.  46,  the  principal  officers  of  the  customs  in  the  British 
colonies  and  plantations  in  America,  aod  the  West  Indies,  are  authorized 
to   examine  witnesses  upon  oath. 

By  i9  Gen.  3.  c.  107,  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  in  the  British 
colonies  and  plantations  in  America,  may  be  recovered  in  any  court  of 
record,  or  of  vice-admiralty  in  the  colony  where  the  cause  arises,  s.  1. 

And  seizures  are  to  be  lodged  with  the  collector  and  comptroller  of 

the  customs,  s.  2.  '  ' 

PRISONERS. — By  49  Geo.  3.  c.  6,  persons  in  custody  for  contempt 
of  courts  ofequitv.tor  non-payment  of  money  or  costs,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  the  beneiit  of  the  lords  acts,  32  Geo.  2.  c,  28.  33  Geo.  3.  c.  5. 
and  37  Geo.  3.  c.  85. 

PRIZES.— By  49  Geo.  5.  c.  34,  the  governor  of  Malta  may  make 
registry  of  vessels  condemned  there  as  prize,  and  grant  certificates  of 
such  registry  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  governors  residing  in  any 
colony,  by  26  Geo.  3.  c.  60,  (vol.  ii.  p.  358),  are  authorized  to  do,  the 
powers  of  which  governors  are  to  extend  to  the  governor  of  Malta,  s.  1 ,2. 

Such  registry  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  prize  ships  had  becQ 
registered  in  Great  Britain,  s.  3. 

Vessels  condemned  as  prize,  owned  by  natives  of  Malta,  navigated  by 
a  master,  and  three  fourths  of  the  mariners,  either  British  or  natives 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  prize  ships,  in  the  direct  trade 
between  the  islands  of  Great  Britain  and  Malta,  and  any  place  within  the 
Streights,  and  in  no  other  trade  whatsoever,  s.

For  every  20«.  of  all  pensions  and  o'thtr  °:ratuities,  payable  out  of  any 
revenue  belonging  to  his  majesty  in  Great  Britain,  exceeding  the  annual 
value  of  lOOA  per  annum,  over  and  above  all  other  duties  already  charg- 
ed or  payable  the  sum  of  Is. 

II.  For  and  upon  every  20s.  of  the  yearly  amount,  of  all  salaries,  fees, 
aud  wages  payable  for  or  in  report  of  offices  of  profit  granted  by  or 
derived  from  the  crown,  heretofore  asscs.sL'd  as  aforesaid,  and  for  and 
upon  all  pensions  and  annuities  charged  upon  the  revenue  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, over  and  above  all  other  duties  the  sum  of  6d. 

Exceptions.]  The  royal  family,  persons  on  the  stalT  of  the  army, 
commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officer,  or  private  in  the  army,  artil- 
lery, marines,  engineers,  militia,  volunteers  or  navy,  pensions  and  gra- 
tuities expressed  in  the  warrant  to  be  charitable  donations,  office  or  em- 
pioyraent  in  the  universities,  every  case  specially  exempted  from  the 
payment  of  aids  and  taxes  by  act  of  parliament,  every  case  where 
the  charges  of  Is.  and  of  6d.  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  directed  to  be 
repaid  out  of  the  revenue,  contingent  or  fee  fund,  or  incidents  of  any 
office  by  order  in  council,  the  sign  man;K?l  or  order  of  the  treasury,  so 
that  the  authority  for  the  same,  be  certified  by  some  principal  officer  of 
sucb  office. 

.— Rulesf or  charging  the  duties  ]     The  duties  shall  be  charged 

npon  all  payments  made  to  any  person  superannuated,  or  retired  from 
office,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  continued. 

The  duties  shall  extend  to  all  payments  out  of  any  contingent  or  fee 
fund,  or  incidents,  except  as  aforesaid.
